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This past week as Pope Benedict XVI journeyed to Washington and New York bringing his 
message of hope, I was struck by the number of comments people made about the vestments 
he wore and the bright red shoes he was sporting. The Holy Father loves the traditions and 
customs of the Church and has a longing for them in his heart, which is why he loves wearing 
these vestments from the Renaissance period. 

This might seem strange, but I thought about this in the light of upcoming liturgy of the 
Crowning of the Virgin Mary, which will be held Thursday 
May 1, at 6:30 pm. 

The Church's practice of depicting the Blessed Virgin 
Mary wearing a regal crown came to be part of the tradition 
of the Church in the Council of Ephesus in the year 431 
A.D. Since then, Christian artists have often portrayed the 
glorified Mother of the Lord seated on a throne, dressed in 
royal robes, and surrounded by courts of angels and saints. 

In many such images Christ is shown placing a crown on 
his mother's head. 

At the end of the 16* century, the practice to crown 
images of the Blessed Virgin Mary became widespread. At 
our last Gatherings of Grace, a number of our elders in the parish reminisced about this 
custom, perhaps like Pope Benedict and his vestments. 

This rite of the Church, the crowning of Mary, proclaims that she is the Mother of the Son 
of God, the Messianic King. She is the chosen companion of the Redeemer. She is the New 
Eve. She is the perfect follower of Christ, the Maid of Nazareth, who consented to God's plan, 
journeyed in faith and listened to God's Word in her heart all the way to the cross. She is 
foremost member of the Church, the Handmaid of the Lord. 

Pope Paul VI said of Mary: "She is therefore rightly invoked as Queen of Angels and 
Saints, as our Lady and Queen. The glory of the Blessed Virgin, who is a daughter of Adam 
and sister to us all, not only does honor to the people of God, but ennobles the entire human 
family.
